STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OV/NED  BY  MANUFACTURERS;  AND  DEALERS 

JULY  1,  1935 

Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  in  the  United  -States  owned  by  dealers  and 
manufacturers  amounted  to  2,l6l,081,00Q  pounds  on  July  1,  1935*  compared 
with  2,213,997,000  pounds'  on  July'l,  1934,  a  decrease  of  52,916,000  pounds. 
From  April  1,  1935,  to  July  1,  1935,  total  stocks  decreased  187,152,000 
pounds.  During  the  same  period  of  193*+  the  decrease  amounted  to 
220,957,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  flue-c-ured  tobacco  on  hand  July  1,  1935»  were  641,840,000 
poundst  compared  with  652,064,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1934«  a  decrease  of 
10,024,000  pounds  under  the  holdings  of  a  year  ago.  During  the  period  from 
April  1  to  July  1,  1935 i  flue-cured  stocks  decreased  89,676,000  pounds, 
compared  with  a  decrease  of  133il^"3»000  pounds  during  the  same  period  of 
1934.  Type  11  stocks  were  reported  as  300,327,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935; 
Type  12  as  207,491,000  pounds;  Type  13  as  97,^75,000  pounds;  Type  14  as 
36,5^7»000  pounds.   In  all  types  except  Type  14  the  bulk  of  the  stocks  is 
reported  in  the  X  group.   In  Type  14  about  the  same  quantity  is  shown  in 
the  C  and  X  groups. 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as  231,237»000  pounds  on 
July  1,  1935,  compared  with  216,674,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1934.  Total 
fire-cured  stocks  were  about  14^-  million  pounds  lower  than  they  were  a  year 
ago  and  about  the  same  as  they  were  on  April  1,  1935*   Virginia  Fire-cured, 
Type  21,  stocks* were  reported  as  30,l6l,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935>  about 
4  million  pounds  under  the  April  1  stocks.  Type  22  stocks,  reported  as 
155*708,000  pounds,  were  about  6  million  pounds  higher  than' on  April  1. 
This  increase  in  Type  22  during  this  period  was  due  to  a  somewhat  later 
marketing  period  and  decreased  exports.  Type  23  stocks  on  July  1  were 
reported  as  41,583,000  pounds  and  Type  24  as  3,785,000  pounds,  both  slightly 
lower  than  on  April  1  of  this  year.   Stocks  of  all  types  of  fire-cured  ex- 
cept Type  22  were  lower  than  they  were  a  year  ago 'July  1. 

Burley  stocks  were  about  3^  million  pounds  lower  on  July  1,  1935» 
than  they  were  on  July  1,  1934.  The  July  1,  1935,  report  shows  725,841,000 
pounds  on  hand.  The  decrease  during  the  second  quarter  of  this  year  was 
about  a  million  pounds  less  than  last  year's  decrease.  Maryland  tobacco, 
Type  32,  stoeks  were  reported  as  29,305,000  pounds,  very  little  under  the 
holdings  of  July  1  last  year. 


One  Sucker  stocks  on  July  1,  1935i  amounted  to  35,321,000  pounds, 
only  379,000  pounds  lower  than  a  year  ago.  The  decrease  for  the  quarter 
was  practically  the  same  as  last  year.   Green  River  stocks,  reported  as 
33,383,000  pounds,  were  2,3*42,000  pounds  lower  than  July  1,  193*4,  stocks. 
Virginia  Sun-cured  stocks  were  slightly  higher  than  they  were  a  year  ago. 
This  July  1  report  shows  2,63*4,000  pounds  of  this  type.  Miscellaneous 
Domestic  stocks  were  reported  as  1,726,000  pounds,  and  foreign  grown  other 
than  cigar-leaf,  Type  90,  which  is  principally  the  Turkish  type  cigarette 
tobacco,  was  reported  as  76,172,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935* 


JULY  1  CIGAR  LEAF  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  American-grown  cigar  filler  types  amounted  to  120,251,000 
pounds  on  July  1,  1935,  compared  with  17*4,  H36  ,000  pounds  on  July  1,  193^» 
an  increase  of  ahout  6  million  pounds.  Type  *41,  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf 
stocks  on  July  1,  1935,  were  96,300,000  pounds;  Type  *42,  Gcbhardt, 
25,560,000  pounds;  Type  *43,  Zimmer,  28, 572,000  pounds;  Type  *4*4,  Dutch, 
8,581,000  pounds;  Type  *45,  Georgia  and  Florida  Sungrown,  739 1 000  pounds; 
Type  U6 ,  Puerto  Rican,  20,^99,000  pounds.  The  detailed  report  "by  groups 
of  grades  shows  about  75  Per  cent  of  the  total  filler  type  stocks  in  the 
C  group  as  strictly  filler  grades  and  ahout  22  per  cent  in  the  X  group  as 
stemming  grades. 

The  total  cigar  hinder  type  stocks  show. a  decrease  from  April  1  to 
July  1  this  year  of  more  than  10  million  pounds,  whereas  this  class  of 
tobacco  normally  shows  an  increase  in  the  second  quarter.   Cigar  binder 
type  stocks  totaled  181,968,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935,  about  18  million 
pounds  lower  than  a  year  ago.   Type  51»  Connecticut  Broadleaf  stocks  were 
reported  as  36,2*40,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935;  Type  52,  Connecticut  Havana 
Seed,  31>158»000  pounds;  Type  53»  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed, 
2,087,000  pounds;  Type  5*4-,  Southern  Wisconsin,  71,66*4,000  pounds;  Type  55, 
Northern  Wisconsin,  *40,  819,000  pounds.  The  detailed  report  by  groups  of 
grades  shows  that  of  the  total  binder  type  stocks  5.392,000  pounds,  or  2.9 
per  cent,  are  of  wrapper  quality;  68,855,000  pounds,  or  37 »8  per  cent,  are 
binders;  10,567,000  pounds,  or  5.8  per  cent,  are  fillers;  and  96,916,000 
pounds,  or  53 • 2  per  cent  are  stemming  grade  or  X  group  tobacco. 

Shade-grown  wrapper  type  stocks  are  nearly  2  million  pounds  lower 
than  they  were  a  year  ago.  The  JuLy  1  report  shows  a  total  of  10,807,000 
pounds  of  these  types,  8,262,000  pounds  of  Connecticut  Shade  and  2,5*45,000 
pounds  of  Georgia  and  Florida  Shade.  Of  the  total  Shade  stocks  reported, 
8,676,000  pounds  were  reported  in. the  A  group  as  being  of  actual  wrapper 
quality. 

Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  tobacco  stocks  were  reported  as 
10,596,000  pounds  on  July  1,  1935.
